APPOINTED SENATOR. 


GOT. Stone Name* m»Hli«w S. Quay on 


Mis Being Declared Not Guilty. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 21— This noon 


Governor Stone appointed Matthew 
Stanley Quay senator to serve until 
the next session of the legislature. The 
appointment is addressed to the presi- 
dent of the United Staves and made 
under authority of clause 2, section 3, 
of the constitution of the United States. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
United States senate will allow Mr. 
Quay to be seated. 


Governor Stone's 
action notwith- 


standing previous decisions as to the 
question of his right to do so, will 
leave the question of Quay's eligibility 
to be disposed of later. 


Declared Not Gulltj. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 21— The jury 


in the Quay trial rendered a verdict of 
not guilty at 11 o'clock this morning. 
The case went to them at 3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. They first reported 
at 10 o'clock that they had not agreed. 
It was rumored then that they stood 11 
to one for acquittal. 


Kiuhnoiastlc Crowd- 


There were few in the . court room 


when the jury returned the verdict. An 
attempted demonstration was sup- 
pressed by the officers. 
Men crowded 


around Quay to 
congratulate him. 


Cta-irs were upset and hats .smashed by 
the onrushing crowd iro-m the outside. 
Quay wore a broad smile. The corrid- 
ors filled with cheer'Ug- ir.en. As the 
senator emerged to the street a. crowd 
attempted 
to hoist 
him on their 


shoulders. The senator waved tnem 
back and said: "Oh, no! I am too old 
a man for that." He walked to the 
office through an immense crowd. It 
is understood he will join his family iu 
Washington and go awayv for a long 
rest. Four ballots were taken by the 
jury. The first stood 10 to 2 for acquit- 
tal, the next two 11 to 1. 


Tbe Other luUctmenta. 


District Attorney Rothermel was 


questioned regarding the remaining in- 
dictments. There are three of them 
still pending, but he would not say 
what his course would be regarding 
them. In two of these indictments Sen- 
ator Quay is charged with conspiring 
with Hopkins and Haywood, as he was 
in the one under which he was today 
acquitted. 
In the remaining Indict- 


ment he is charged with conspiracy 
jointly with his son Richard R. Quay. 
Senator Quay's lawyers say the dis- 
trict attorney picked r'out the Indict- 
ment on which he could make the best 
case for the trial just ended and will 
not dare bring the senator to the bar 
again.

Manila, April 21.—Two hundred reb- 


els yesterday attacked the outposts of 
the Washington regiment near Taguig 
T\\o companies engaged them aud ad- 
vanced into the open in skirmish order. 
The rebels were checked and routed 
after two hours, leaving 12 killed and 
several wounded. The Americans ob- 
tained possession of many Mausers. 
Three Americana weie wounded.

The Americans exhausted their am- 
munition and were compelled to re- 
turn to their camps. 


Heat and Firing. 


The heat is intense. The thermome- 


ter stands 95 degrees and the mercury 
is still rising. There are several pros- 
trations among- the troops. The army 
tugs today opened fire ,on the enemy 
along the river banks. The rebels are 
unusually active west of MaloloS, as far 
as Calumpit. They have been busily 
at work in their trenches and several 
new ones have been discovered within 
two miles of the railroad. Fires are 
burning east of the railroad and it 
would appear the rebels are evacuating 
the foot-hill towns in anticipation of 
an attack by the Americans.

without permission, written and signed 
by either Captain Sturdee of the Por- 
poise or Admiral Kauts.

BAKED EGGS. 


Melt a good-sized piece of butter in a 


deep plate. Break into this melted but- 
ter as many fresh eggs as the plate will 
hold, and bake in a hot oven till the 
whites are set. Take to the table in the 
plate in which they are baked. 


HAM BALLS. 


Mix chopped ham -with beaten tsgg, us- 


ing more or less egg as liked, and fry as 
griddle cakes. 


BAKED FISH. 


Bluefish, cod, or haddock are the best 


fish to bake. Clean the fish and make a, 


! stuffing as follows. Soak stale bread in 
1 cold water for 20 minutes. Press dry, and 
season with one egg, one tablespoonful 
melted butter and a small 'quantity of 
sage, or the prepared poultry dressing, 
or a little onion juice, as preferred. When 
the stuffing has been thoroughly mixed, 
fill the flsh and sew up with needle and 
thread. Flour the fish well and salt it. 
Lay a few thin slices of salt pork into 
the bottom of the baking dish, also a few 
slices on top of the fish. Baste it often 
with <he liquor which cooks out of it, ad- 
ding a little water if there is not enough. 
Allow 15 minutes to the pound for baking- 
fish. Have a moderate oven, as, if very 
hot, it will not cook well in the middle. 


CABBAGE SALAD.' 


TTse only the hard, white middle of the 


cabbage, and chop very fine. Let it 
stand in cold salted water for an hour. 
Then drain and mix with a boiled salad 
dressing, as follows: 


Beat two eggs well. Mix together one 


tcaspoonful sugar, one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt, *nd one-fourth teaspoon of 
mustard, and add to the egg-. Then add 
three tablespoonfuls vinegar and one of 
cream. Place the dish In boiling water, 
and cook until the thickness of cream. 


MOCK CHERRT PIE. 


One large cupful of cranberries cut in 


halves, one teacup of granulated sugar, 
into which is thoroughly stirred one 
heaping tablespoonful flour and one- 
fourth teaspoon of cinnamon. Add a 
scant half-cup of water, and stir a;i to- 
gether. Bake with two crusts. This 
makes a large pie. 


FISH HASH. 


Use the fish remaining from dinner, 


snd chop with an equal quantity of cold 
potatoes. 
Moisten with milk, or any 


gravy that may be left. Season with salt 
and butter, and bake for one-half hour 
In white nappy. 
< 


GRAHAM TOAST. 


Toast graham slices very slowly, so 


that they will be dried and brown, pile 
in a dish, and pour over a cream dip made 
from one cup of cream thickened slight- 
ly, and seasoned with salt and butter. 


• 
BANANA SAUCE. 


Slice bananas, add sugar and lemon 


Juice, and a little cold water. Let stand 
one-half hour before using. 


STUFFED POTATOES. 


Select smooth, large potatoes and bake 


brown. When done, remove from the 
oven and slice off a pfece from the end 
of each, and scoop out the insic'e, saving 
the shells. Mash the hot potatoes and 
Reason with butter, cream and salt, and 
return to the shells. Have the stiffly 
beaten white of an egg and place a tea» 
spoonful of this on the open end of each 
potato. Place them In a serving dish 
with the egg ends uppermost, and return 
to the oven and brown lightly.

EGG TIMBALES. 


Beat slightly together four egg's, add 


sue scant teaspoonful of salt, ten drops 
af onion juice, a dash of cayenne, the 
same of paprika and one teaspoonful 
chopped parsley.

! half a dozen well-buttered timbale molds, 


and set them in a baking dish. Pour in 
sufficient water to cover half way up 


; the sides of th« little molds, place in a 
! Moderate oven, cover with greased pa- 
per and bake until they are nrm in the 
center. If they are cooked too quickly 
they will be filled with bubbles instead 
of being perfectly firm and smooth. Turn 
out carefully on a heated platter and 
pour around them a tomato sauce.

ORANGE CAKE. 


Two cups of white sugar, two cups of 


flour, one-half cup of water, yolks of 
five eggs, and whites of four, beaten sep- 
arately, a little salt, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, the juice and grated rind 
of two oranges. Bake in layers. 


Orange Jelly—The juice and rind of two 


oranges, one-half cup of sugar, one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls of gelatine, 
enough water to dissolve. Set on the 
stove and let all' boil ten minutes, and 
spread between the layers, and, if de- 
sired, frosting may crown the whole. 
This is a nice dish for dessert. Half the 
quantity is enough for a small cake.

BURNS AND SCALDS. 


Itamediea That Should Bo Uae-l Before tin 


Doctor Arrives. 


A burn may result from excessive 


beat applied in any way— hot air or hot 
water, steam, fame or electricity — or 
even from extreme cold. Tbft injury re 
suiting from contact with hot water or 
steam is usually called a scald, but is 
practically the same iu its results as a 
burn. 


Surgeons sper.k of different degrees 


of a born, according to the amount oi 
tissue destroyed by it. Thus a burn of 
the first degree is oue that simply red- 
dens and irritates the skiu ; a burn of 
the second degree is oue that causes 
actual iDijammation of the skin with 
the formation of blisters, while a burn 
of the third degree destroys the skiu 
and more or less of the flesh beneath it, 
or even chars and kills all the tissued, 
including the boua itself. 


The effects of a born depend partly 


npon its degree, but not entirely, for a 
burn even of the; first degree may cause- 
death if it involves a very large portion 
of the surface of the body. This it does 
by interfering with the necessary ex- 
cretion of waste matter which is con- 
stantly taking place through the skin. 


A curious effect of a severe burn iu 


any part of the body is ulceration of 
the bowels following very intense con- 
gestion of the entire digestive canal. 
The bronchial tubes and the lungs are 
sometimes injured by the inhalation ot 
steam or very hot air, but even apart 
from such an accident a person who bns 
been burned about the chest or back is 
very liable to have an attack of bron- 
chitis or pneumonia in consequence. 


The first thing to be done in the case 


ot a burn of any degree is to stop the 
pain. This should be done not only from 
the natnral impulse to relieve suffering, 
but because the shock resulting from 
the injury may be so greatly increased 
by the agony as to cause the death of 
the patient, even when the burns in 
themselves would not do BO. 


Covering the part with any bland 


substance, snob as olive oil, vaseline, 
sweet butter or flour paste, to keep off 
the air will often afford great relief, 
and in burns of the first degree nothing 
more raay be needed. Carron oil, the 
name given to a mixture of equal quan- 
tities of linseed oil and limewater, was 
formerly and is still in many workshops 
the favorite application for a burn. 
Better still is bicarbonate of soda (cook- 
ing soda) or calcined magnesia, made 
into an ointment with vaseline or lard 
or dusted thickly over the skin. 


Another application which is often 


exceedingly grateful is a solution of 
nitrate of potash (nitre). Hunters often 
make a paste of gunpowder for this pur- 
pose. One or other of these applications 
will usually suffice in mild cases, and 
iu severe barns will help to reduce the 
pain for tba time until the doctor comes.

The building of Pinehurst by Mr. 


Tuffts has been a means of much good 
not only to poor whites, and they are 
poor enough, but to the blacks. Wages 
paid are 65 cents a day. Do you won- 
der how they live? Well, their wants 
arc few and choice deserts for tho 
table are never in sight. 


We have a fine village hall for Sun- 


day service and amusements. A dark- 
ey baby show drew a great crowd. I 
have shown the paces of the Puritans 
here and at Southern Pines. In 1892, 
after 50 years spent in North Adams, 
I gave an evening of reminiscences, 
covering the period. Before leaving for 
the south a lady friend expressed a 
wish that I would bring the game up to 
date, give it to the public and then 
present the same to the historical so- 
ciety. I think I will,do no', after the 
summer season at Heron.

Washington, April 21.—The industrial 


commiMion yesterday heard statements 
from Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, and Secretary 
M9Guire of the Organization of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners of America. 


Chief Arthur said his order had writ- 


ten a Treem^-,U with 20 pwcent of the 
railways as to the conditions of work. 
Strikes had been severe and generally 
successful in the past, but were on the 
decrease. 


Their strike fund had not been touched 


for several years, and now amounted to 
$100,000. Two other funds were set asid«, 
one for current expenses and th« other 
for the relief of widows and orphans. Of 
the latter, $42,000 was disbursed last year. 
The insurance feature of ths order was 
important, $8,000,000 having been paid on 
this account. Mr. Arthur said that 90 
percent of the 38,000 locomotive engineers 
of the country belonged to the brother- 
hood. 


Mr. McGulre said the carpenters' an4 


joiners' organization Jiatf been known 
and more or legs dreaded as a striking 
organization because it was chosen by 
th« Federation of Labor to inaugurate 
the great strikes for th« eight-hour day 
from 1882 to 1887. 


Since 18S3 the carpenters had partici- 


pated in 1036 strikes, had won 90S, com- 
promised 67 and lost 61. The necessity 
for striking had decreased, owing t« the 
strength and determination of the or- 
ganization. In the past three years JJiey 
had struck only 73 times, losing twice, 
winning 64 and compromising seven. 


Compared in purchasing power, the 


carpenters' wage was 30 to 40 percent 
higher than 30 years ago. The social 
conditions of the workers, as a rul«, had 
improved in the large centers. They 
lived better, in better houses and wore 
better clothes. Still, there was a fierce 
struggle for existence. 


Child labor and unrestricted Immigra- 


tion he regarded as the two great evils of 
th» laibor world, and he was in favor of 
well-considered but decided restriction 
in both cases.

PROGRESSING SATISFACTORILY. 


ItoryTfiat General Otis Has Thus Reported 


Concerning Peace Negotiations. 


New York, April 21.—Th« Pireae prtoits 


the following dispatch from its corre- 
spondent at Washington: At the war 
department the hopeful feeling concern- 
ing the Philippine situation is encour- 
aged by a cable from General Otis Thurs- 
day. He reports that the negotiations 
for peace are progressing satisfactorily, 
The commanding general says that he 
does not wish to make definite promises 
or predictions, but he believes he soon 
Will be able to announce a result of com- 
munications passing between the com- 
mission and the leaders of the insurg- 
ents. The state department has similar 
information from civil sources, and con- 
fidence is expressed that the outcome of 
the efforts to establish American au- 
thority will be a success. 


Precisely what the terms are is not 


known. It can be stated on authority 
that even the president is not aware 
what terms the commission is offering to 
Agumaldo And his associate*. The com- 
mission has much discretion It can give 
assurances in regard to amnesty and 
local government. It is in a position to 
make the conditions of surrender liberal. 
Th« president has believed for some time 
that if the commissioners could get into 
free communication with the insurgents 
they would satisfy them that the inter- 
ests of the Filipinos lay in the acceptance 
of American authority. 


It is understood that Agoncillo, hear- 


ing of the negotiations at home, intends 
coming to the United States from Paris. 
He wishes to be in reach of the president 
or the state department, that he may 
not be left out of the deal. He will not 
be received officially, but he can be af- 
forded the privilege of talking with 0ie 
American authorities, if he has any de- 
sire for ir H mation. He will foe told 
again coar If ,ing the power of congress 
to prov'd* i'l* farm of government for 
the Filipinos. He also will be mad« 
aware of the impossibility of President 
McKinley granting, immediate inde- 
pendence to the archipelago, as was de- 
manded in the beginning.

THE CITY AND SIDEWALKS, 


Question of 
Having Work Done by 


City Under Discussion. 


In 
connection with 
the 
various 


spring problems that come to vex the 
soul of the department of public works, 
that of caring for the sidewalks of the 
city is just now occupying: considerable 
attention and thought There is the an- 
nual question as to what new walks 
shall be built which requires consider- 
able diplomacy in the settling, but in 
addition to this the plan has been 
brought up ag-ain of having the city 
do its own sidewalk building and re- 
pairing, instead of letting it out by 
contract as has always been done. 


This plan is followed in a good many 


places, of which Pittsfield and Green- 
field are good examples. In both of 
those places the walks arc built at 
cost, and in what seems to be a more 
satisfactory way to the taxpayers. 


One of the great advantages that 


conies from having the work done in 
this way is in connection with the re- 
pairing. At present in this city, all the 
work that is done in the course of the 
year is done at once, and when a piece 
of walk ia torn up for any purpose 
after the year's work is over, the break 
in the walk is allowed to stay as it is 
left until the next season brings oc- 
casion to repair it. 


A good many such places around the 


city this last winter have caused com- 
plaint, as they leave holes where the 
water collects, and are a source of in- 
convenience. 


Commissioner Temple was in Green- 


field some days ago on business, and 
took occasion to inquire as to the re- 
sults of the system of town sidewalk 
building. He found the work most sat- 
isfactorily done, and the officials veil 
pleased with their system. The walks 
were better built, and the town was 
able to use more latitude In the time of 
doing the repairing. 
Greenfield also 


has a custom by which if a»y property 
owners want a better kind of sidewalk 
than concrete, such as cement, the 
town allows them the cost of concrete 
and they pay the difference. 


In Pittsfield the city reports and the 
statements of the officials show thaf 
municipal sidewalk building has proved 
far more satisfactory than when the 
work wUs done by contract. 


As to expense, it seems to be de- 


monstrated that the same amount of 
work can be done more cheaply when 
the walks are built by the city, be- 
sides the greater convenience.

Likely to be Settled Soon. 


A conference \vaa held between the 


arbitration committee of the Master 
Masons' association of Troy and repre- 
sentatives of the striking unions yes- 
terday. The hod carriers submitted a 
new proposition under which thev 
agreed to resume work. The 
offer, 


while not entirely satisfactory,

persons listened to an address by W. 
J. Rryar. at the Alhambra last eveningr. 
He said that the principles that he ad- 
vocated were as good in the east as In 
the west when as well understood. The 
difference was that the people of the east 
were not as free in opinion as those of 
the boundless west. 


He spoke of the income tax, and said 


that with the tax on telegrams and every 
other document, the people were be- 
ginning to understand the income tax. 
This country could place its citizens be- 
fore an enemy's guns, but could not 
put its finger upon accumulated wealth. 


Referring to the money question, ha 


said: 
"It requires all the Christian 


virtue I have to keep from getting mad 
when

talk 
with 
a 
gold bug. 


The w,ord lunatic is, perhaps, the kind- 
est term the gold bug can use in refer- 
ence to us, for he thug relieves us of 
all mental responsibility. 
The gold 


bug divides people into two classes. 
The first is that in favor of gold, and 
the other those opposed, and believes 
there is no use talking to the latter. We 
divide gold bugs into two classes, but 
believe in arguing with those opposed. 
Ft is the bimetallist who can afford to 
look with contempt upon gold bugs." 


He then reviewed the currency ques- 


tion from 1792 to 1873, and said:

party asked for a change from the 
double' standard. 
The gold standard 


came without anticipation;

a gold standard for 25 years, vote to 
help us? , England's workingmen peti- 
tioned the government for bimetallism. 
England did not join us because Eng- 
land's bankers, meeting in secret. In- 
fluenced the government. 
England con- 


trols Europe, and Europe, through the 
Republican party, controls the United 
States. 
You heard me callod hard 


names in '96, but you haven't a name 
hard enough to keep me from protesting 
against a handful of English bankers 
controlling 70,000,000 people in this coun- 
try.

"In '96 we opposed the trusts so much 


that they all opposed u*. We oppose all 
trusts, especially money monopoly. The 
Republicans are trying to organize a. 
paper monqj" trust to turn over the 
money market to the national banks. 
Unless the trusts are throttled there is 
no chance for the young men of today. 
We ask Republicans to help us save the 
government. 


"A large standing army is a burden to 


tax payers and a menace to the republic. 
This nation can depend upon its volun- 
teers. They can defend it in the hour of 
dang-ar. 


"What has happened to make more 


soldiers necessary? 
Nothing but a Re- 


publican administration. -The presi- 
dent says our occupation of Cuba is 
temporary. 
There is no trouble in 


Porto Rico. 
Seventy thousand soldiers 


are wanted to carry the benign blessings 
Of freedom to 9,000,000 Filipinos. Com- 
mon people furnish soldiers, and-syn- 
dicates get the money paid for war. 
I 


don't want a singla soul'to be brought 
under the American flag unless he can 
share in every blessing of .this' govern- 
ment. 


"Shall we call our chief executive 


President of the United States and Em- 
peror of the Philippines? Government 
by ono man, backed by force, is des- 
potism. 
People who !are opposed to 


taking the Philippines plead not for the 
Filipinos, but for the American people 
who may, by becoming accustomed to 
despotism, be prepared to yield to des- 
pots. 


"I oppose Christianity flred out of 


a galling gun. 
The' man who is hit 


does not need the gospel. 
Does the 


laboring man want Oriental labor to 
compete with him? 
Every nation in 


Europe wants us to be guilty of con- 
quest. 
If we are to become an empire 


let us send Bartlioldi's s-tatue back to 
France, and go to England and borrow 
a statue of William the 
Conqueror. 


Let us treat the Filipinos as we would 
the Cubans, and we will erect in the 
harbor of Manila a new statue of liberty 
In the old world."

Havana, April 21.—Governor General 


Brooke, In the distribution of the $3,000 - 
000 to the Cuban soldiers, has determined 
to treat the Cuban officers as soldiers and 
gentlemen and not to endeavor to go be- 
hind the rolls they submit Hence the 
Cuban lists will be accepted on their 
face, with the eliminations aa previously 
cabled, namely, those who entered the 
army after July, 1898, and those who aie 
actually holding office. Any Cuban 
named on the lists who is identified by 
his captain will get a share. Geneial 
Gomez will also probably receive a share. 


Lin«l Garden, British consul general 


here, recently suggested to Major Gen- 
eral Ludiow that he ought not to hold in 
custody any longer without trial W. N. 
Hammond, • formerly In business here, 
who avers that at on« time he was a 
bishop in the Uwited States, and who was 
arrested at HoLguin two and a half 
months ago by order of Colonel Hood as 
a generally suspicious character. 


After he had been in Jail there si* 


weeks, Hammond asked the British con- 
sul at Santiago to be sent to Havana. 
His request was complied with, and he 
hag been detained here for four wtt;ks. 
General Ludlow offered him transporta- 
tion to the United States, but he refused 
to go, threatening to begin proceedings 
for damages, appealed to Mr. C&rden and 
wrote a long letter to the newspapers. 


After that General Ludlow^nade up his 


mind to send him to Holguin, and issued 
an ordier on Tuesday to that e^ect.'but 
the steamer was missed. He now offers 
to release Hammond on $200 bail, but no 
bondsman is forthcoming. Yesterday he 
told Mr. Carden he would 'be glad to give 
Hammond to him, but the British con- 
sul general laughingly refused to accept 
the charge. 


Lionel E. G. Carden, British consul 


general at Havana, has notified Colonel 
Bliss, secretary of the treasury_ depart- 
ment at Havana, that he consents to aot 
In consular matters for the United States 
and will certify invoices. 


Th* archbishop of Santiago, who haa 


been residing with th« Franciscan friars 
at Guanabacoa during the past fort- 
night, sailed for Corunna, Spain, yester- 
day, on board the Spanish steamer Al- 
fonso XIII. 


The Spanish bank here is understood 


to be merging with a New York bank to 
found a bank of Cuba, with a capital of 
JIO.000,000, half of which is to be supplied 
by the Spanish bank. 


Several Washington law firms, through 


Havana connections, have agreed to push 
Cuban and American claims, at no ex- 
pense to the claimants, for 40 percent 
of the amount of the money secured. At 
present there are about $SO,COO,000 of 
claims on file.

Then gather up 
the waved fronts into the required posi- 
tion and retain them in it by two fancy 
combs. The ends roll into a puffy curl 
and pin it round tha top of outstanding 
twist at the back. Loose round coils 
also look well for this mode. 


In hair decoration everything should 


have a reason for its presence; other- 
wise that presence is an intrusion on 
good taste. Hair not puffed or waved 
looks absurd adorned with those combs 
which the above system renders neces- 
sary. So likewise does the empire comb 
look out of place at the base of colls 
arranged Insufficiently high on tha 
head. The whole reason for the adop- 
tion of such combs is either that they 
may act as a support to the hat or fa* a 
deliberate ornament, in which latter 
case their correct place is in front of the 
twists, which come no higher than tht 
level of the top of the ears. 


Another misused ornament Is tha 


safety pin. Never more than one should 
be employed. Yet one sees women with 
two large ones so badly Inserted that 
they fail in their purpose of keeping up 
th> loose hairs which trouble the neck.

Nothing can be more charming than 


the new decorative work on wood which 
resembles mother of pearl inlaid on eb- 
ony or rosewood. When skillfully done, 
it is often, at a distance, difficult to dis- 
tinguish it from the real article. For 
making picture frames, table tops, dec- 
orating fancy chairs, tabourets, etc., 
nothing could be more rich and effect- 
ive. It is not difficult to learn, if any 
one will follow instructions carefully, 
and the joy of being the supposed pos- 
sessor of a piece of mother of pearl in^ 
laid work will compensate for much 
trouble. 
-First, the piece of wood to be inlaid 


must be shaped in accordance with the 
use to which it is to be put. If it is to 
be a picture frame, the frame should be 
completed in every detail but the deco- 
rating before that work is done, be- 
cause after that it cannot be safely 
handled without danger to the delicate 
polish and tracery. Basa, sycamore or 
walnut should be chosen for the foun- 
dation. 


To prepare the wood for use it must 


tw thoroughly sandpapered with Nos. 1 
and Vfc sandpaper. The wood must be 
rubbed the way of the grain, after which 
it is smoothed by rubbing it with coarse 
brown paper, such as groceries are 
sometimes wrapped in. 
Jf dents or 


scratches appear on the wood after this 
process, It should be moistened where 
they appear and then./when dry, sand- 
papered until smooth. 'Until thoroughly 
smooth the marks should be alternate- 
ly moistened and sandpapered. Any 
disfigurements that resist this process 
should be filled with a mixture of 
size and plaster of paris, colored with 
stain to make it look lika woo3. When 
this preparation has thoroughly dried, 
th« entire surface should be again sand- 
papered to remove any rough pieces of 
plaster. 


The surface should then be dusted In 


preparation for the putting nn of the 
etain. This, too, should be U,<1 on the 
way of the grain. The color of the 
stain is altogether a matter of choice— 
rosewood, ebony, olive or bright green. 
If a very dark background is sought, 
the rosewood stain must be heated and 
put on while warm. Those who wish 
to try a variety of colors will do well to 
buy one bottle each of the olive, bright 
green and rosewood marquetry stain. 


When the stain is quite dry, take up 


the camel's hair brush and put on a 
coat of polish. A second may be given 
J» an hour or two, and after a few 
hours, when the first two applications 
have become thoroughly hard, a third 
should be put on. 


The next operation Is the application 


of a little linseed oil. It is rubbed over 
the surface of the wopd on a piece of 
soft rag. 


•anipapcrlng follows. This stage of 


Hie decorating in done with No. 0 rand- 
paptr. aofMked by rubbing together two 
places w that the hivshnesR is remored. 
The aaadQaptring in followed by the 
Ousting of the surface with a soft pleca 
of silk.. Two applications of white pol- 
ish are then made to the wood as when 
French polishing Is done,. Between tho 
N 
nor^LJimrd?) 
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rubbings of po'lish the wood is sandpa- 
pered. 


After all this the wood should be let 


alone for M hours, that the polish may 
dry thoroughly. During this time the 
design to be applied on the wood may 
be prepared. Of course the pattern must 
have a distinctive style. An examina- 
tion of the surfaces of the real inlay 
work in shops will give an idea oC what 
is needed. Shell designs and odd Jap- 
anese scroll patterns look best, The 
pattern may be transferred to the wood 
by using white tracing paper. The pat- 
tern being merely outlined, it is easily 
effaceable. 


The pattern is then filled in with pearl- 


ine or oil paints 01 the finest of enam- 
eling colors. Tv.~o sable brushes will be 
needad; also a No. S ox hair brush. 


The colors should be placed on the 


point where they blend they must melt 
into one another so delicately that it- is 
impossible to tell where one begins and 
the other leaves off. The colors must 
vary in shape, size and regularity of 
thdr application. 


High lights are put on by taking up 


tho white unmixed on the end of the 
brush and very lightly flecking it into 
place. The best way to attain fine ef- 
fects is to watch the way the light falls 
upon a piece of mother of pearl and try 


The greatest care must be exercised in 
every detail of the work. When ordi- 
nary oil paints are used instead of the 
pearline or enamel, a coat of polish 
should be put on over the whole with 
the polish brush, and then, when dry, 
smoothed with the polishing pad.

I to imitate it with the pearline or other

mistakes beginners are likely to make are 
a tendency to drag the brush too heav- 
ily in blending the colors and a fear of 
putting on too much color or too little. 


When the colors have all been blend- 


ed satisfactorily, the outline should be 
cleaned up with a fine brush dipped] in 
turpentine and then carefully dried, so 
that it -la merely moist. 
This brush 


should be drawn about the edge of the 
outline to .give it a smooth ana finished 
appearance. When the brush is «. little 
paint laden, it should be cleaned In tur- 
pentine. 


After this the deslgg Is cut up 'Into 


sections by means of cross lines drawn 
with the sharp end of brush handle. 


When all Is dry, the work Is finished 


by going over It with a polishing pad. 


walls and' ths furniture, it is obvious 
that there are also some minor touches 
necessary In order to give it the charm 
of completeness.

Dr. Tschamer of Graz, who has made 
th6 discovery, scraped some of these 
black ppecks off an orange and intro- 
duced them into his lungs by a strong 
inspiration.

:hen put them aside to get cold. Mold 
some rice which has been boiled In milk, 
•sweetened and flavored with vanilla, 
so as to form a border round a glass 
dish, and serve the chestnuts in the 
middle.

FSLT HATS. 


With our enjoyment of the earlj 


spring sunshine comes an uneasy con 
sciousness that felt hats show consid- 
erable signs of wear and unless one can 
cast them aside at once it will be nec- 
essary to clean them to remove the 
signs of fog and smoke which they have 
acquired since the autumn. 


The first thing to do is to remove the 


trimmings, but unless the head lining 
is soiled that may be left untouched. 


The cleaning of felt hats varies ac- 


cording to their color, but in all cases 
It :s begun with a thorough brushing to 
remove dust. 


To clean a white felt hat, thoroughly 


mix together equal parts ot powdered 
pipeclay and ilour and apply this to 
the hat with a. clean piece of white flan- 
nel. Rub over the whole of the felt, tak- 
ing care to change the flannel directly 
it becomes soiled. Continue the rubbing 
till quite clean, and then brush off th« 
powder with a clean white brush. 


A black felt may be cleaned by being 


sponged with equal parts of boiling wa- 
ter and liquid ammonia. About a tea- 
spoonful 
of each will probably b* 


enough. 


Brown felts of the very darkest 


shades are generally effectually fresh- 
ened up by a thorough brushing, but 
fuiler's earth will be found most use- 
ful for cleaning all shades of fawn. 
It 


is just rubbed on with flannel. For felts 
of lighter color than the fuller's earth 
oatmeal should be added to the fuller'* 
earth, or for the very lightest shades 
oatmeal may be used alone. It should 
be heated and applied with a piece of 
clean flannel.
